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Los Angeles, September A call 
for volunteers was issued by federal 
forestry officials in Los Angeles and 
Pasadena tonight as a half dozen fires 
continued to sweep through timber 
and brush land of southern California. 

The loss from the fires, in damage 
to timber and watershed lands alone, 
was placed at approximately %150,- 
000,000 by government officials. 

‘Many ranch houses are believed to 
have been destroyed and eight persons 
were burned and injured during the 
past three days. 

The situation was described as the 
worst in southern California's _his- 


tory. 

Marines and sailors from bases at 
San Diego were sent to fight a fire 
raging in San Diego county and every 
idle man was conscripted from the 
streets, 

The fires burned on three sides of 
Los Angeles, and a heavy pall of 
smoke has partially obscured the sun 
for the past two days. 

100,000 Acres Burned. 

In the San Diego district alone, 
fires in the past three days have cov- 
ered 100,000 acres, Fires in the Los 
Angeles district have burned over 
nearly 70,000 acres. 

Federal officials said that an arbi- 
trary valuation of more than S900 an 
acre had been placed on the Jand 
which was covered by the flames. 

Four were in southern California, 
three in the central part and six in 
the northern sections. Nearly 2.000 
men were expected to be on the fire 
dines, 

Hesides the death toll and the valn- 
able pasture and timber destroyed, the 
fires destroxed homes on ranches and 
jn settlements. The dead are: Neil 
Lane, S56, Oakland; Edward Gassiot, 
45; Peter Navarez, 43, all of Liver- 
more, and Robert Burns, 58, Sonoma 
eounty rancher. Lane, Gassiot and 
Navarez were killed when the gasoline 
tank on a truck on which they were 
riding, was exploded by flames from 
2 brush fire. Burns collapsed from 
exhaustion while fighting a fire and 
died shortly afterwards. 

One Blaze Is Controlled. 

A fire was reported in the Sequoia 
National forest by the forest service, 
while two others were reported in 
San Mateo county. Four’ thousand 
acres had been burned over on San 
Pedro mountain. 

The Magalia fire, north of Chico, 
in the Sacramento valley was reported 
to be in hand after denuding 5,000 
geres. Both the ranger station and 
the little settlement of Magalia were 
saved. At Chaparal, nearby, flames 
cestroyed most of the buildings. 

The fire in Philgrook, north of 
Sterling City, had subsided after tak- 
ing a toll of 5,000 acres of scattered 
timber and brush lands. 

Six fires were reported raging in 
Mendocino county, while in Sonoma 
county the fires were said to be under 
control with one exception, that near 
Cloverdale which was threatening a 
hunting lodge owned by “Red” Grange 
and CC, GC, Pyle. 

Six hundred men were said to he 
fighting a blaze near Calistoga which 
nlready had caused damage to timber 
and orchard.

Flames along three fronts in south- 
erp California engaged the attention 
of hundreds of men working to save 
homes and watersheds. The most se- 
rious fire was on the edge of the 
Santa Barbara National forest above 
Tillmore. 

More than 40,000 acres of brush 

nnd timber lands near the San Diego- 
Riverside county line south of Corona 
had been swept over and fear was ex- 
yressed for the safety of Warner's Hot 
Springs. Six ranches had been dam- 
aged.

Angeles route, where five motorists 
were severely burned, was racing east 
nnd west.

A similar number of bodies were re- 
ported found across the water from 
Pelican Bay late yesterday and to- 
night’s report caused the Red Cross 
to list 400 of the village’s some 450 
inhabitants among the dead and to 
raise itg estimate of the total known 
dead to 1,200 persons. 

Discovery of the bodies was said 
to have been made as relief workers 
pushed steadily through the area, 
carrying on throughout the Sabbath 
day the work of mercy to survivors 


of the storm and the recovery of the 
dead. Brief pauses were made in the 
stricken towns for religious worship 
but in other respects there was no in- 
dication that the day was Sunday. 
The blow of hammers was heard. on 
every hand as the task of rehabilita- 
tion went forward, while the relief 
trucks and _ boats continued | their 
journeys. 

It being impossible now to identify 
the dead or haul out the hodies for 
burial, cremation was resorted to or 
bodies were buried where they were 
found,

All Indians Safe. 

A negro was reported shot and 
killed by a national guardsman doing 
police duty here. The negro, officials 
said, was shot after the guardsman 
accompanied a policeman to the ne- 
gro section to make an arrest for 
petty larceny. The negro was said 
to have attacked the guardsman with 
a hottle. 

Definite reports said that all the 
Seminole Indians were safe although 
one hunting party was said to have 
had a narrow escape from the hurri- 
eane.

BY G. 0. P. SENATOR 


Wisconsin Senator Not 
To Support Republican 
Nominee; Warmly Lauds 
Governor Smith. 


New York. September 23.—()— 
United States Senator John J. Blaine, 
of Wisconsin, republican, in a state- 
issued at his home, Boscobel, 


Wis., today and made public by demo- 


‘eratic national headquarters here, an- 
nounced that he will not support nor 


vote for Herbert Hoover. 

His statement follows: 

“No republican owes any political 
allegiance to Mr. Hoover as _ presi- 
dential nominee. In the congressional 
campaign of 1918 he urged the elec- 
tion of a democratic congress. He 
said ‘I am for President Wilson’s 
leadership not only in the conduct of 
the war, but also in the negotiations 
of peace and afterwards in America’s 
burden in the rehabilitation of the 
world.’ 

Sought 1920 Nomination. 


“Mr. Hoover in 1920 sought, and 
was willing to accept, the nomina- 
tion for president on the democratic 
ticket. After he was convinced that 
he could not receive the democratic 
nomination, he declared ‘I must yote 
for the party that stands for the 
League of Nations.’

SLAYER ADMITS 
HE KNEW VICTIM 


Had Planned To Take 
Other Children If First 
Crime Succeeded; Read 
of Hickman Case. 


September 23-—-(P)—A 
threatening crowd which congregated 
around the Honolulu jail where Yu- 
taka Fukunaga, young Japanese kid- 
naper and slayer of 10-year-old Gill 
Jamieson, son of a Honolulu banker, 
is held, was dispersed today by 
water directed by firemen. 

The young Japanese, who 
out his crime in much the same fash- 
ion as did William FE. Hickman, 
youthful slayer of Marion Parker, 
daughter of a Los Angeles banker, re- 
mained unperturbed as the jeers of the 
crowd outside the jail reached his 
ears, He speaks excellent English 
and was graduated at the head of his 
class in high school here. He is 19 
years old: 

Fukunaga was apprehended through 
a purchase he made with one of the 
bills he received as ransom for the 
Jamieson boy. The boy’s father had 
turned over $4,000 to the kidnaper 
upon demand. 

The Japanese went to the = school 
attended by the victim, obtained his 
release from classes through a_ ruse 
and spirited him away to his death. 

Lad Fights Slayer. 

After a struggle in which the ten- 
vear-old banker's son almost overpow- 
ered the Japanese, the  kidnaper 
struck the vouth with a blunt instru- 
ment, knocked him unconscious and 
then strangled him. The child’s body 
covered with a cross made of stieks 
tied with strings was found Thursday 
on the banks of a eanal near the 
royal Hawaiian hotel. The killer also 
confessed that he killed the boy be- 
cause “kidnaping never works unless 
you do.”

Jap Knew His Victim. 

An enraged community headed by 
a vigilante committee today was lis- 
tening to the statements pieced _ to- 
gether by authorities from the confes- 
sion. Like Hickman, he knew his 
vietim, having met him while the child 
was a patient at the Queen's hospital 
several weeks ago, where Fukunaga 
operated an elevator. 

He also knew of the Hawaiian 
Trust company, as he said a repre- 
sentative of that institution had com- 
nlained to the elder Fukunaga several 
months ago that his rent was in ar- 
rears, 

Detective Chief Jno. MeIntosh heard 
of the passing of one of the bills and 
upon investigation learned the name 
of the man who had passed it. He 
then went to the home of Fukunaga’s 
father, and, in the accused boy’s room, 
found a map of Punahou marked with 
the spot in Waikiki, where Gil was 
slain. There also were references in 
documents found in the room to the 
“Three Kings.” the symbol so often 
named by the slayer in his demands 
for ransom. 


Declares Self Sane. 


From the father’s home a sister 
of Fukunaga accompanied detectives 
until the accused was pic ked up. When 
he confessed he said “you know I am 
not insane,” he said he used the no- 
menclature “three kings,” to throw 
police off his track. 

Police said the prisoner, with the 
fatalism of a true Oriental, abandoned 
hope of escape after the newspapers 
published the serial numbers of the 
bills, making up the $4,000 ransom. 
They quoted the youth as saving he 
considered surrendering to police yes- 
terday before his capture. 

Detectives believe he meditated over 
the crime for a long time. In his 
room was found a list of all the vice- 
presidents of the banks of Honolulu. 
which police are of the opinion was for

The theater holds 3,000 and the 
capacity audience rushed for the exits. 
The occupants of the stalls and boxes 
were able to leave before the flames 
spread into the auditorium but those 


in the galleries were less fortunate 
and the exits were soon choked with 
struggling masses. 

The Novedades is one of the oldest 
and largest theaters in Madrid. The 
flames spread ‘rapidly through the 
wooden fittings. 

Premier on Scene. 

Hundreds of persons were trampled 
bv those who pushed on from behind 
while others suffocated and doubtless 
burned to death. 

The interior of the theater was 
soon roaring with flames which spread 
to adjacent buildings. Premier De 
Rivera and municipal authorities hur- 
riedly went to the scene. 

Every available automobile was 
commandeered to help remove the in- 
jured, A regiment of infantry from 
nearby barracks assisted in moving 
those hurt. All of the first aid sta- 
tions in Madrid were quickly filled 
with injured, more than twenty of 
whom died, 

The number of bodies in the smok- 
ing ruins could not be learned but it 
was feared that hundreds had heen 
unable to escape from the cheap seats 
in the upper tiers of the house. There 
had been many children in these bal- 
cones, 


DOORS ARE J. \MMED 


WITH BODIES. 

London, September 25.—(4)—The 
Express prints specials from Madrid 
estimating the deaths in the Nove- 
dades theater fire tonight at 3500. 
Women and children were said to 
have been trampled to death in frantic 
rush for the doors which were soon 
jammed with. bodies. 

Police and firemen worked frantic- 
ally to clear the exits by dragging the 
crushed bodies into the streets but the 
panie-stricken crowd inside trampled 
down new victims even faster. Army 
engineers eut openings in the building 
with axes which released some of the 
trapped, 

When the firemen finally managed 
to clear the doors sufficiently to enter, 
they began to carry out bodies on an 
unbroken line of stretchers. They 
were mostly women and children, eith- 
er erushed or burned to death. 

The Express story says that when 
the fire started the ore hestra bravely 
struck up a tune in an effort to calm 
the andience. An explosion behind the 
stage, however, killed several must- 
cians and added to the panic. Fur- 
ther explosions occurred while the fire 
razed on.

ably never saw a cow or a silo until 
he was well grown, he Is no stranger 
to the fundamental problems of Amer- 
ican agriculture. 

New York state in 
cultural products ranks ninth = and 
leads by a substantial margin such 
famous farm states as Minnesota, Ne- 
braska and the Dakotas. Three- 
quarters of a million of her popula- 
tion live on farms which are valued 
at nearly two billion dollars. New 
York ranks first in the production of 
potatoes and hay is the second dairy 
state of the union. 

Except for the advantages of great- 
er diversification and nearness” to 
markets, New York farmers have all 
the troubles of southern and western 
farmers, including crop surpluses’ and 
post-war deflation. And they are 
well enoufh organized to make them- 
selves heard, 

Studies Farm Problems. 

As governor of New York during 
the period of the greatest agricultural 
distress, Smith has, therefore, found 
it necessary to study the framers 
problems and to aid, within the limits 
of state activities, in their solution. 
At the same time he has had the 
sood sense not to pose as a_profes- 
sional ‘‘Farmer’s Friend,” nor to do 
any fancy pitching for propaganda 
purposes, 

He knows the farmers’ marketing 
problems and in his messages has 
called attention to the wide spread

“Rome was not built in a day” is 
the proverb most often quoted by 
Hoover in rejecting not only the Mce- 
Nary-Haugen plan, but practically 
every other measure which has been 
proposed in congress. for the legisla- 
tive relief of agriculture. 

“The farm problem does not stand 
alone.” he declares. “It is irredeem- 
ably intertwined with the welfare of 
all our people.

“The patients with economic ills 
who have been benefited by cure-all 
economic patent medicines have not 
yet been discovered.”

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HOOVER HEADQUARTERS 
DENIES DRINK CHARGE 


Washington, September 23.—()— 
For the first time in the campaign, 
official cognizance of charges leveled 
at HTerbert Hloover was taken today at 
the personal headquarters of the re- 
publican presidential candidate. 

Iloover himself maintained siience 
but his secretary, George Akerson, 
flatly denied an allegation by Senator 
Bruce, democrat, Maryland, made in 
‘a speech last night that the nominee 
showed hypocrisy on the prohibition 
question because he had been known 
to drink intoxicating liquors. 

“As a matter of fact,’”’ Akerson said, 
“Mr. Hoover has not taken a single 
drink of intoxicating liquor since he 
became a constitutional executive of- 
ficer of the United States and has 
never had a drop of liquor served at 
his home.” 

Bruce quoted as his authority, Clar- 
ence Darrow, noted eriminal lawyer 
of Chicago, who in a statement at 
his home added his denial to that of 
Akerson. Darrow declared that he 
“had never made the statement at- 
tributed to him by Bruce that he had 
taken several drinks with Hoover and 
consequently had been surprised that 
the nominee had come out for prohi- 
bition. 

Akerson said Hloover had never met 
Darrow in his life and that ‘“‘conse- 
quently he could hardly have taken a 
drink with him. 

The republican nominee spent his 
Sabbath quietly as is his custom. In 
the forenoon, he attended services at 
the historic Quaker meeting house 
at Sandy Springs, Md., a nearby town, 
aecompanied by Mrs. Hoover and 
their son, Allan. ‘The church, more 
than a century old, is one of Mrs. 
Hoover's favorite places of worship 
and the family has motored there 
twice within recent weeks.

After dinner at home, Hloover went 
for an automobile ride into the near- 
by country accompanied by Allan and 
one or two friends. This is the can- 
didate’s method of recreations.

AL CAPONE DENIES 
HE SHOT HIMSE 


Chicago, September 23.—(?)—Re- 
ports that “Scarface Al” Capone, noe 
torious Chicago gangster, who takes 
elaborate precautions to see that he 
is not shot by others, had accidentally 
shot himself were unverified because 
those who came in contact with the 
wounded man were not acquainted 
with the features of the gangster. 

Capone, grinning policemen said, 
started out to play golf last week and 


when clambering into an automobile 
accidentally discharged a pistol he 
earried in his hip pocket, inflicting 
flesh wounds in both legs. 

At a Hammond hospital officials 
said that a man suffering from pistol 
wounds ia his legs was brought to the 
hospital Sunday for treatment and 
was discharged last night. The man, 
hospital attendants said, was accome 
panied by two burly companions who 
remained with him while there, but 
gave the name of Robert Geary. 

Dr. B. W. Chidlaw, of Hammond, 
who treated the wounded man, said 
he told him he. had shot himself accd- 
dentally. Dr. Chidlaw said he did not 
know Capone and had never seen his 
pictures, but described a scar on the 
wounded man’s face similar to that 
earried by Capone and which gives 
him his’ sobriquet, and_= said his 
weight and height were about the same 
as those of the. gangster. 

A reporter said he had found Cas 
pone in a hotel last night and Capone 
denied having shot himself and did a 
dance to prove it, but hospital authori- 
ties said the man they knew as Geary 
had left that institution last night in 
time to reach Chicago, although they 
doubted if he would care to dance.

So it does. But what of it? The water 
perhaps remains in the stomach a few 
minutes longer than nice cold water 
does, but inside of half an hour, as 
a rule, it passes on into the intestine, 
where some of it may be absorbed into 
the blood. For feeble folk this prac- 
tice of taking hot water on rising IS 
all right. if thev like it. For younger 
or more vigorous folk it is generally 
hetter to take it cold. But untorti- 
nately a good many of these valetudi- 
narians make a_practice of salting | 
their matutinal imbibition. How they | 
ean down the stuff with a spoon fil 
of salt in it, I ean’t imagine; seems 
ty me a nice big drink of salt water | 
is ideally suited to come up shortly 
after it goes down. However, they like 
it so. Probably some old doctor con- | 
ceived the notion that salt aids the 
“ecssimilation”’ of the water. In view 
of the common custom of eating nat- 
urally salty foods and additionally 
salting many dishes in the cooking | 
or at table, most of us get a little | 
more salt than is really good for health. | 
It is, therefore, unwise, In my judg- 
ment, to put salt in the water one 
drinks. if one can possibly down the 
water without the salt. If that 1s 1m- 
possible, then, I should say, never 
mind washing your stomach in the 
morning. Content yourself with z thor-

All I object fo the way) 
come of the vendors of these fabri- 
cated sweetmeats exploit the “health” 
interest or rather the popular cre- 
dulity about health—of course all at 
the consumers expense. 

It is an exeellent habit for every 
one to drink from two quarts to a gal- 
lon. of water ‘daily, half with meals, 
the rest between meals or night and 
morning. There should be nothing in| 
the water, as a rule, unless perhaps, 
a wee trace of chlorin if yon are not! 
sure of the purity of the water.

Smith is a stick- 
iler for official responsibility and has 
/repeatedly denounced this council of 
‘farms and markets as_ irresponsible 
‘and inefficient. His experience with 
‘it may in some measure account for 
jhis hesitancy to indorse the McNary- 
| Haugen bill which places the handling 
lof the crop surpluses in a federal farm 
board, which might in practice prove 
equally irresponsible. 

Governor Smith has_ repeatedly 
shown concern over the steady drift 
from the farms to the cities. Eight 
years ago, before his presidential as- 
pirations had developed and _ before 
agricultural distress had become acute 
he said: 

“We are fed and clothed from the 
land, and every dollar of state money 
that is expended for the promotion of 
agriculture brings back through the 
channels of trade a two-fold return to 
the people of the great municipalities, 
who have to live on the products of 
the farms. AS a small boy, I remem- 
ber one part of Bryan’s famous speech 
at the national convention in Chicago 
in 1896.

Refined Salt and Goiter. 
“Please tell me whether unrefined 
salt (powdered rock salt) is better 
to use than the refined white salt. 
Does white salt have a tendency to 
draw to itself the minerals which have 
been removed from it in the refining 
M.” 


process? 


Refining salt takes out the dirt and 
some of the minerals, so that it 
left pure white and fine. There is 
one element which is lost in the re- 
fining that experience has shown 
should not be lost, and that is a very 
small amount of iodin. lIodin is neec- 
essary for the normal body chemistry 
of both man and animal. 

It is the thyroid gland that needs 
the iodin especially, and if it doesn’t 
get it, it enlarges, forming a goiter. 
In some localities the land apparently 
is leeched of its natural iodin, so the 
vegetation and. water does not con- 
tain it. These localities are known 
as goiter belts, for quite a large per- 
centage of the animal and human 
population suffers from goiter’ in 
these regions. Marine found that 9) 
per cent of the dogs in Cleveland are 
afflicted. 


In Michigan the farmers were about 
to give up the sheep industry because 
such a large percentage of the cattle 
devitin’ goiter. They had been fed 
with salt obtained from remote 
sources. Salt mines were opened up 
in the vicinity of Detroit and the 
sheepmen began to use it for their 
sheep. It was soon found that the 
sheep were better in all respects; and 
the new litters weré free of goiter and 
did not develop it afterwards. On 
investigation it was found that the 
local supply of salt had a minute sup- 
ply of iodin. 


1S 
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At the request of the public health 
physicians, the salt manufacturers 
are making an iodized salt by putting 
back the very tiny amount of jodin 
that has been removed. It is used 
extensively in these goiter regions 
with strikingly good results: 

If the iodized salt is not used, it is 
recommended that boys and girls be 
supplied with very small amounts of 
some iodin compound at stated inter- 
vals, 

So the answer to vour question as 
to whether the unpurified salt it bet- 
ter to use, is yes. especially if you 
live in a goiter region. However, the 
cost of the iodized salt is very little 
above that of ordinary salt, and it 
is much more appetizing looking, 

There have been. some. reports of 
harm arising from the use of iodized 
salt, but Kimball, the noted goiter 
authority,” has investigated many of 
these reported cases and has found 
that they have not been due to the 
use of the salt. Naturally, if a child 
has a goiter, his amunt of iodin, from 
iodized salt or medicinally, should be 
supervised by a physician. 

No, it is not true that salt attracts 
to itself other minerals after being 
eaten. Salt attracts water. 

Salt is apparently a necessary food, 
but if taken in excess it 1s an irri- 
tant. It is estimated that the aver- 
age person takes two to four times 
the amount necessary! 

In certain diseases, 
blood pressure, kidney disease, skin 
diseases and certain forms of heart 
disease, the salt in the diet is usually 
restricted. and in some cases entirely 
eliminated.

Georgia Steadily Gaining — 
Supremacy in Apple Growing 


Theeeditor of this department vis- 
ited one of the largest apple orchards 
in eastern North America last week, 
which is located about 16 miles south- 
west of Cedartown, Ga. 

This large orchard is owned by the 
Porter brothers and associates and 1s 
under the management of C. R. Por- 
ter. who. with his brother, Caldwell 
orter. is also- owner of the Yonah 
orchards near Yonah mountain in 
North Georgia. 

Arriving at the orchard by way of 
Cedartown, Easom, Hills and Treat, 
(in.. we were taken in charge by Mil- 
ier Williams and J. P. Fitts, the local 
managers, and driven for seven miles 
through the bearing trees where we 
had the opportunity of seeing 26,000 
qrees Jaden to their limb capacity, 
with mile-long rows of Regal. Terry, 
Delicious. Blacktwig. Gano, Winesaps, 
(;rimes, Jonathan, Kinnard, Starking, 
Yates. Golden Delicious, Buckingham, 
Ragan Red, Transparent, Henry Clay, 
Red Bird, Brilliants and Missouri 
Pippins. 

Upon completion of the survey of 
the orchard, which Mr. Williams 
stated was bearing 50 per cent more 
fruit than Jast year, we were shown 


| 


through the large packing plant where 
they are boxing for the market around 
1.000 boxes every day at this time 
of the year. 

A visit through the plant is in it- 
self an interesting experience. As 
fast as the heavy laden trucks arrive 


at the plant with the variety that is 
being picked, the apples are dumped 
on a canvas carrier which quickly 
conveys them to a number of large 
revolving brushes. ‘These remove all 
residue of the spraying material] and 
they are again deposited upon another 
large canvas conveyor, where a large 
number of women graders remove all 
culls and misshapen apples. From 
here they go to an ingenious rolling 
device that separates all apples ac-

MAYOR WARBURTON MAKES STATEMENT 


Not To Be Affected by Storm

She has been a staff 
writer on the Post in West Palm 
Beach for five years and is one of the 
staff members who have worked day 
and night for the last week gathering 
the news from the entire storm area. 


Palm Beach, Fla., September 25. 
The Palm Beach winter season will 
in no way be affected by the hurri- 
cane, in the opinion of Mayor Barclay 
Ji. Warburton, who arrived at mid- 
night Friday from Philadelphia. 

Standing amidst the wreckage of 
the magnificent furnishings in his 
Jake-front home, Mayor Warburton 
diseussed rehabilitation for the com- 
munity. He had traveled for five days 
to reach Palm Beach, held up by 
storm conditions down the entire 
coast. The mayor announced that he 
had arrived to stay until May and 
was plunging immediately into his of- 
ficial duties. 

The Breakers hotel will open as it 
always does, promptly in December. 
Mayor Warburton said after conter- 
ence with H. E. Bemus, vice pres:- 
dent of the Florida East Coast Hotel 
company, and all other Palm Beach 
activities are expected to be com- 
mensurate with the efforts to have 
all hotels functioning as usual. 

“Irom foundations to gutters’’ were 
the orders issued to contractors b) 
Mayor Warburton as he surveyed the 
hattered walls 0. his house, the wreck- 
age of his priceless antiques, and the 
ravaged grounds of his estate. 

His orders are expected to be 
echoed by all other Palm Beach resi- 
dents, the majority of whom are ex- 
pected to make personal trips to Palin 
Beach to supervise repairs to their 
estates. J. Leonard Replogle 
Gurney Munn are expected Sunday. 
Mr. and Mrs. George Mesker have al- 
ready arrived, and Cooper C. Light- 
brown is also here. 

Prior to leaving Philadelphia Mayor 
Warburton issued an appeal for cash 
contributions for relief work here, 
although at that time he had no idea 
of the extent of the destruction. The 
morning mail had brought him $15,000 
in checks, he said, and others were 
expected daily. 

Expectation that from emergency 
conditions there would arise a move- 
ment to aid persons of moderate 
means to whom the storm damage is a 
final blow, was expressed by Mayor 
Warburton. 

“The most serious problem, after 
emergencies are met,” he said, “is to

Mayor Warburton spent most of 
the day making a complete survey of 
the Palm Beach ocean-front homes 
owned. by his friends. The Rodman 
Wanamaker estate, he said, on the 
Ocean boulevard, was seriously dam- 
aged by water: the Edward Shearson 
place was practically undamaged; the 
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John S. Phipps place sustained minor | 


damage. 

The Warburton place on the ex- 
posed lake front suffered greatest 
damage from high water. Furnishings 
were water soaked and silverware and 
bric-a-brac were found all over the 
grounds. The famous houseboat has 
completely disappeared and no trace 
of the wreckage has been found.
